Children Were Twins 


The children were twins, aged 


3 
years, 
their 
father 
being 


Charles Nunemacher, gardener of • 
the city hall. 


The cause of the fire is un- 


known. Mrs. Niinemacher was in 
the yard when she saw flames 
coming out of the kitchen 
win- 


dow. 
She rushed for the door, 


but the blaze drove her back. 
Vain Effort sf Rescue 


W. A. Seaman, a neighbor, also 


made a rush, but was injured in 
an attempt to enter the house. 


In a very few moments the en- 


tire house was in flames and was 
soon totally consumed. 
No one 


was able to effect an entrance 
and in the course of an hour the 
house had burned to the ground. 


Two small shacks belonging to 


Manuel 
Vieira 
were 
also de- 


stroyed. 
Bodies Burned to Crisp 


The charred bodies of the cliiK 


drcn were found in the ashes oi 
what had once been the kitchen 
of the house. 


The little forms were burne<S 


to a crisp and it was almost im«- 
possible to. recognize, them.' At 
first it was feared that another 
child had been burned, but this 
proved to be groundless. 


Three of the Nunemacher chil- 


dren were in school at the time 
the fire broke out.

Mr. Nunemacher was working ' 


at the city, hall when the alarm 
was turned in, and, securing a . 
horse and buggy, he rushed to the 
scene as fast as he was able, but 
was too late to save his babies 
from the fearful fate that over- 
took them.

Portland Harbor and the Fleet 


The anger at Secretary Metcalf 
manifested by the Portland 


papers is childish and unjust. It -vvas natural for the people of the 
Oregon metropolis to hope for a sight of the fleet in the Willamette, 
but it is foolish for them to ignore the hard facts and 
conditions 


which impelled the Navy Department to shun the risk of disaster 
that would attend taking so large a number of warships across the 
Columbia bar. They should realize that no spirit of invidious fa- 
voritism will keep the fleet out of the Columbia but only consid- 
erations of the highest duty. No doubt Secretary Metcalf wo.uld 
have been pleased could he haxe safely ordered the great armada 
now in San Francisco bay to pajrPortland a visit. 


One of the most dangerous harbor entrances in the United 


States is over the Columbia bar. The depth is a scant twenty-three 
feet, and the mouth of the great river is proverbially a rough bit of 
water as many a wreck attests. The channel ways up to Portland 
are narrow and tortuous, making it extremely hazardous to navi- 
gate heavy draught ships five hundred feet in length. Why should 
such unnecessary hazards be taken? It is unreasonable fer the 
people of Portland to expect that the fleet would be exposed to 
grave danger merely to gratify local pride and curiosity, however 
natural and praiseworthy. 


The fleet does not belong to Secretary Metcalf. It is a na- 


tional possession created at enormous expense for certain definite 
uses. While Secretary Metcalf directs its movements he is also 
the custodian of its welfare, and as such is the trustee of all.the 
people cf the United States. Before he decided against permitting 
the fleet to ascend the Columbia he consulted the Bureau of Navi- 
gation v.-hich gave an emphatically adverse report. 
The .reasons 


given b\ the bureau are numerous and convincing, and are in them- 
selves a complete answer to the whimpering and petulant charge of 
unfair discrimination. Mr. Metcalf's wishes were with the peopl 
of Portland, but his judgment and sense of duty forbade gratifying 
them by putting the splendid and costly warships of the nation in 
unnecessary peril. It was only with regretful reluctance that he 
turned Portland's request down, for he realized how keen would be 
the disappointment. But a man in his position has no right to place 
sentiment above duty, and it is to his credit that the Secretary of the 
Navy did not yield to a pardonable but unreasonable desire. 


Nature's barriers and not the wish of the Secretary will keep 


the fleet out of the Columbia. They are obstacles which can be 
partially obviated but not wholly overcome. They will always 
make Portland a dangerous port for large ships to enter, a fact that 
the people of Portland will themselves admit when taking their 
own business hazards into account. They should be fair enough to 
acknowledge existing conditions in this instance instead of com- 
plaining unjustly of the Secretary of the Navy, 


San Francisco Bond Election. 


By overwhelming votes each one of the different sets of bonds 


was approved yesterday by the people of San Francisco, and in so 
satisfactory a manner as to settle all argument as to the will of the 
citizens. The most popular bonds as shown by the votes was for 
the water system and the ones indicated as being fought the hardest 
were those relating to the sewer system. 


San Francisco's citizens have waged an earnest and determined 


fight for the bonds ever since the campaign opened. The greatest 
care was taken to plan only for the most necessary improvements, 
but still there was a fight, the opposition confining itself to the one 
proposition that $12,800,000 was too heavy an indebtedness to incur 
at one time. A short-sighted policy of economy, as has been shown 
by more than one municipality. 


The issuance of the bonds obviously means greater prosperity 


along all lines. Outside capital is regulated by cold, hard business 
brakes and sentiment plays but a very small part. The improve- 
ments to follow are the natural stratgetic ones of upbuilding a city. 
School buildings and school accommodations are naturally the bul- 
wark of perfectness in municipalities and is a proposition which has 
a natural growth that a majority of people are constantly overlooking. 
Public hospitals are a necessity and aside from a business standpoint 
natural target for adverse criticisms wherever there is a critic look- 
ing for ammunition. 


The recent questions of health and the contingencies which re- 


quired vast expenditures would indicate the economy and wisdom of 
the garbage question and the allotment of bonds for that purpose, 
municipal buildings and a water system would seem small instead 
of prodigious exploitness of the critics. 


Municipalities must be more than up to date; they must antici- 


pate the future. San Francisco has done right. The bond issue 
was required, it was necessary, and the result will be a great increase 
in the city's prosperity and standing. 


Making the Jackie ball in San Francisco a society affair has 


already brought tribulation. Claims of social'precedence have been 
cast to the winds in the effort to shirk the obligations of social lead- 
ership. Meanwhile Jack would have vastly more fun if allowed 
to have a ladies' night in his own way and in his own set. 


The State convention which is to assemble in Sacramento on 


the 16th inst. will not be a Lincoln-Roosevelt League or a railroad 
convention. It will be a convention of the Republican party, and it 
will set at rest the vociferous assertion that the contest for control is 
a fight between the faction styling itself by" the honored names of 
Lincoln and Roosevelt and the railway corporations. The issue is 
a false one, and when the time comes the convention will clearly 
demonst-ate Ibat it does not belong to either of two sets of rival 
bosses. 


It is rather laughable to see the old stage hands of politics in 


.Washington, who have been trying to defeat Taft by working up 
bolts and contests in the South and striving to prevent instructions 
hi other sections, running to the-Taft tent for shelter, in a panic of 
fear that their tactics will bring on another term for Roosevelt and 
the^BSg Stick. They are now beginning to discern what should have 
beefi apparent months ago that to deadlock the convention would 
be to provoke a stampede for Roosevelt which would sweep away al! 
opposition, even the repeated refusals of the President to be a candi- 
date again. Hence the sudden desire for harmony and the mad rush 
to get behind Taft. If Roosetfelt were really scheming to be made 
President again his enemies have played directly into his hands 
and given him the very opportunity they have alleged he was cov- 
ertly seeking. But there is no reason to doubt Roosevelt's sincerity 
and good faith, consequently there is no danger of a third term 
•tampede unless the socalled allies endeavor to tangle up the con- 
vention with content* <*ver; rival delegations and favorite son fakes.

It is excellent.

abuses 
which 


threaten our national life. 
Taken as a 


whole, the standard of honesty in our 
business ll:e has been high and today 
the standard is, I believe, beyond what 
It has eve- been, and this largely be- 
cause we have determined war 
upon 


the abuses that lowered it. 
Shocking Conditions. 


"As you have said, the depression and 


stagnation from which our country is 
now happily beginning to recover were 
not caused by reform legislation but 
by the revelation of shocking conditions 
In certain of our corporations, by reck- 
less operations In high finance; by cal- 
amity and by certain striking, though I 
believe ex eptlonal, instances of busi- 
ness and en ic dishonesty. Of course all 
good men must agree with you in your

best be obtained by striving for a policy

of us.

"We must all co-operate In order that

Railway Report Shows 413,338 


Empties in United States 


and Canada. 


NEW YORK, May 12.—There was a 


further increase of idle freight cars in the 
United States and Canada on April 12, 
over the previous high record established 
two weeks earlier. According to the re- 
port of the American Railway Association 
there were 413.3SS idle cars, an Increase of 
37 714 over April 15. The total increase for 
April was 105,258 cars. Last October there 
was a shortage of cars amounting to 86,- 
611.. Of the 413,338 cars, 147,826 were box 
cars. 24,308 were flat .cars, and 186,721 
•were crai cars. .The report represents 153 
railroads, with an. aggregate freight car 
equipment of about 2,200,000. This means 
that 19 per cent of the country's cars are 
now stationary.
